February 16, 1965 to canvass the returns of 
the Primary Election held on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1965.

The Board canvassed the votes with the 
following results. 


PROPOSITION NO. 1 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 1 “Shall the charter of the 
City of Lansing be amended by adding in 
Chapter 15 thereof a new section, which 
shall be numbered Section 15.1(a) thereof 
and shall read as follows: 


Section 15.1(a). Neither the Council nor 
any officer, Board, or department of the city 
shall direct or permit the addition of flour- 
ide chemicals of any kind to the public 
water supply?” was 15,167 votes. 


3,251 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


11,916 votes were cast against the pro- 
position. 


Proposition No. 1 (Amending City Char- 


ter) having received the sufficient number 
of votes was passed by NO votes.

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He further advised that he would like to 
have the commercial in the front so that 
a professional building could be erected on 
Lot 8 and a professional office (plaza type) 
be put up on Lot No. 1.

GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS 
FOR SWIMMING POOLS 


The total] number of votes cast for Propo- 
sition No. 1: “Shall general obligation 
Recreationa] Development Bonds be issued 
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in an amount not to exceed Four Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($450,000) for the 
purpose of constructing outdoor swimming 
pools in Kendon Park and Wainwright 
Park and acquiring Comstock Park and 
constructing an outdoor swimming pool 
therein, or acquiring some other site in 
the general vicinity thereof and construc- 
ing an outdoor swimming pool therein as 
prescribed in a certain resolution of the 
Council of the City of Lansing, adopted 
on the 16th day of February, 1965?” was 
17,558 of which: 


8,605 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


8,953 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 


Whereas, Proposition No. 1 having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 2 
ASSUMPTION OF SCHOOL BONDED 
INDEBTEDNESS 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. 2—‘“‘Shall Lansing School 
District, Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Coun- 
ties, Michigan, assume the bonded indebted- 
ness of Fourth Class School District No. 14, 
Maple Grove Schools, Ingham and Eaton 
Counties, Michigan, consisting of out- 
standing bonds aggregating $210,000 in 
principal amount, such assumption of in- 
debtedness to be effective only if Fourth 
Class School District No. 14, Maple Grove 
Schools, Ingham and Eaton Counties, Mich- 
igan, becomes annexed to Lansing School 
District, said bonds and the interest thereon 
to be paid by taxes, levied uniformly over 
the enlarged Lansing School District, Ing- 
ham, Eaton and Clinton Counties, Michi- 
gan, in accordance with the terms of the 
said bonds?’ was 16,663 of which: 


7,786 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


8,877 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 


Whereas, Proposition No. 2 having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 3 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. 3—‘‘Shall the City Charter 
be amended by adding thereto a new sec- 
tion, to be designated as Section 8.12 (a) 
which shall create a department of internal 
auditing to be headed by a city officer 
known as the Internal Auditor, such de- 
partment and officer to be appointed by and 
responsible to the Council and to have and 
perform such duties as are provided by 
ordinance but not as a substitute for or in 
lieu of the duties of the Finance Depart- 
ment as set forth in the City Charter?” 
was 17,975 of which: 
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10,697 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


7,278 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 


Whereas, Proposition No. 3 having re- 
ceived sufficient votes was passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 4 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. 4—“‘Shall paragraph (2) 
of subsection (d) of Section 14.3 of the 
City Charter be amended so as to permit 
the city to sell or dispose of city owned 
real property having an assessed or asses- 
sor appraised value of $5,000.00 or more 
if the sale or disposal thereof is to the 
State of Michigan or is under authority of 
and in accordance with any State or Fed- 
eral law; or leased for a term not exceed- 
ing thirty years?” was 17,843 of which: 


10,408 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


7,435 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 


Whereas, Proposition No. 4 having re- 
ceived sufficient votes was passed. 


PROPOSAL NO. 5—MILLAGE 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposal No. 5—‘“‘Shall the limitation on 
the total amount of School District, Ing- 
ham, Eaton and Clinton Counties, Michigan, 
for all purposes be increased as provided 
in Section 6 of Article IX of the Consti- 
tution of Michigan of 1963 for a period 
of one year, that is to say 1965, by 35/

1000ths of one percent (35 cents per 
$1,000.00) of the assessed valuation as 
equalized principal amount of bonds au- 
thorized by the Board of Education of 
Fourth Class School District No. 14, Maple 
Grove Schools, Ingham and Eaton Coun- 
ties, Michigan, said increase to be effective 
only if said Fourth Class School District 
No. 14, Maple Grove Schools, becomes an- 
nexed to Lansing School District, Ingham, 
Eaton and Clinton Counties, Michigan?” 
was 17,133 of which: 


7,663 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


9,470 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 
Whereas, Proposition No. 5 having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated.

Michigan held on Tuesday, December 14, 
1965.

The Board canvassed the votes with the 
following results. 


PROPOSITION I 


Tax Rate Limitation Increase Proposition 
for Operating Purposes 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. 1:—‘Shall the limitation 
on the total amount of tax which may be 
assessed against all property in Lansing 
School District, Ingham, Eaton and Clinton 
Counties, Michigan, be increased by seven- 
teen (17) mills ($17.00 per $1,000) of the 
finally equalized valuation of all property 
in said school district for a period of five 
(5) years, from 1966 to 1970, both in- 
clusive, for general operating purposes 
(extra voted millages totaling 14.3 mills 
expire with the 1965 levy, 11.3 mills of such 
total being for operating purposes and 3 
mills for building and site purposes)? was 
13,159 of which: 


6,527 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


6,632 votes were cast against the pro- 
position 


Whereas, Proposition No. I having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION II 
(Bonding Proposition) 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. II—‘Shall Lansing School 
District, Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Coun- 
ties, Michigan, borrow the sum of not to 
exceed Twenty-Four Million Dollars ($24,- 
000,000) and issue its bonds therefore, for 
the purpose of erecting, furnishing and 
equipping additional elementary and second- 
ary school facilities, either as separate 
buildings or as additions to existing build- 
ings; remodeling existing school buildings; 
acquiring additional land for site purposes; 
constructing and equipping athletic fields 
and playgrounds; and developing and im- 
proving sites? was 12,308 of which: 


5,950 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


6,358 votes were cast against the pro- 
position 


Whereas, Proposition No. II having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated.
